Serves."  It  is  a  gift  of  the  publish- 
er. Missouri  Pacific  Lines. 

Dr.  Watson  stated  that  the  first 
book  to  be  received  by  the  \.  S.  C. 
Library  was  Adam  Smith's 
A\  ealth  of  Nations,"  published  in 
1818  and  acquired  by  Louisiana 
State  Normal  School  Librarv  on 
November  5,  1885. 

"^  ealth  of  Nations"  is  now- 
kept  in  the  rare  books  collection. 
A  gift  of  the  Commercial  Library 
in  New  Orleans,  it  was  rebound 
in  1925. 

The  100.000th  book  was  pub- 
lished this  year  and  has  been 
placed  in  the  reading  shelves 
alongside  hundreds  of  other  re- 
cent books  on  many  subjects.

The  Baptist  Student  Union  have 
ust  recently  moved  into  their  new 
enter  just  off  the  campus  on  Sec- 
nd  street.  The  Cook  apartment 
uilding  has  been  remodeled  into 
i  modified  Southern  Colonial  tvpe 
tructure  with  a  large  chapel, 
arge  enough  to  seat  over  200  per- 
ons.  added  at  the  rear  of  the 
uilding.

ed in  the  organization.  It  was 
eminent!)  fitting  that  he  should  be 
invited  to  dedicate  the  new  center. 

The  building  was  designed  b\ 
E.  P.  Dobson.  Jr..  B.  S.  '47.  and 
Oscar  Butler,  architects. 

Following  the  dedication  pro- 
gram, in  which  numerous  district 
and  state  officers  had  a  part,  the 
entire  building  was  opened  for  in- 
spection for  all  present.
